There was an increase in the
number of regular unemployment
insurance claims filed in Indiana
during the week ending January 27
according to the Department of
Workforce Development.

A total of 80,890 unemploy-
ment claims were filed during the
week. This was up 1,464 from the preceding week. In the same week one year ago, 48,121
unemployment claims were filed.

Initial UI claims totaled 11,269 a decrease of 1,309 over the preceding week’s total.
Layoffs were reported at four motor vehicle-related plants, a foundry and steel mill, one
industrial machinery plant, one electrical machinery plant, one refrigeration machinery
plant, one plastics plant, one gasket/sealing plant and one electric lighting and wiring
plant during the week.

Continued UI claims were up to 68,556. The remainder of total unemployment claims
were filed by federal civilian employees and ex-military personnel.
